Ex offenders often return to their community the way they went 
into prison: lacking adequate education, with little or no access 
to labor markets and with few ot no connections to positive so¬ 
cial support networks. They are likely to experience addiction 
mental illness, domestic violence and a myriad of othei chal- 
enges that can contribute to an incieased likelihood of return to criminal activi¬ 
ty, arrest, and re-incarceration. 

Agape provides comprehensive services to help stop the revolving door. We 
understand that an individual s successful return often depends upon the sup¬ 
port they receive. We are committed to working with an ex-offender s family 
aid oui community partners to help them make a successful transition.

Empioyment/Entrepreneurship/Education 

We have an on-siie computer lab and offer one-on-one assistance with 
i esuroe development, (ob search and links to employment. Agape 
employment mentors assist with educational goaf development and ca¬ 
reer counseling as well as workshops to pursue entrepreneurship. 

J Identification 

We help participants obtain their birth certificate, social security card 
and photo identification. We also help paiticipants obtain school lec- 
ords/transcripts needed to obtain official identification. 

k] Records Expunge/Seal 

We host Expungement/Sealing Workshops with the Office of the State 
Appellate Defender Office. Dining the workshop, a lawyer is available 
one-to-one and to answer questions related to the expungement and 
sealing processes. 

□ Referrals 

We provide referrals to a variety of community organizations to ensure 
other needs are met. 

0 Transportation 

We provide transportation assistance to help participants get to job in¬ 
terviews and appointments. 

El Mental Health Services 

We provide mental health assessments and counseling. 

0 Anger Management 

We provide a courr/parole approved 8-hour anger management class. 

0 Substance Abuse Services 

We provide evaluations, counseling, and drug testing. 

0 HIV Counseling and Testing 

We provide risk reduction and HiV Counseling £c Testing services.

Research has shown that em¬ 
ployment and educational at¬ 
tainment can significantly re¬ 
duce the likelihood that indi¬ 
viduals fn recovery, who also 
have criminal records, will re¬ 
lapse and recidivate. }
